PACIFIC LONGSHOREMEN 
RETURNING TO A. F. OF L. 


Men Are Definitely Disgusted with 
Cc. ¥. O. Union-Splitting Policy 
The swing of workers from the 

CIO back to the protective affilia- 

tion with the American Federation 

of Labor has extended to long- 
shoremen in Portland, Oregon. 

The international longshoremen’s 
association has already signed up 
many members in an intensive re- 
organization drive with a two-point 
program which includes: 

1. Re-establish the I. L. A. on the 
entire Pacific coast. Eliminate all 
outside influences and confine the 
membership to legitimate, bona fide 
longshoremen on the original regis- 
tration list. 

2. Revive, organize and perfect 
the maritime federation, with the 
idea of placing it on a workable 
basis and making it a national in- 
stitution. 


With five Portland sawmills now 
operating under A. F. of L. char- 
ters, longshoremen see a_ break 
away from the CIO, which has 
tried hard to dominate both of these 
groups. The revived federation is to 
include all sea-going crafts, long- 
shoremen, waterfront teamsters; 
also super-cargoes and checkers, 
the latter included in the longshore- 
men’s group. Many application 
cards have already been received. 


Charles Peabody, international or- 
ganizer of the international long- 
shoremen’s association and _ vice 
president of the Pacific coast dis- 
trict, made the following informa- 
tive statement regarding the exist- 
ing situation caused by the im- 
pending disintegration of the groups 
affiliated with the committee for 
industrial organization: 

“The CIO has had nearly six 
months, which is ample time to 
show what it can do. 

“Its net accomplishments to date 
have been two: It separated the 
longshoremen and lumber and saw- 
mill workers from the rest of the 
labor movement; then it split these 
groups apart from each other with- 
in the CIO. And the working agree- 
ment the CIO negotiated for its 
sawmill workers here in Portland is 
a matter of history. 

“Sawmill workers have had 
enough, and are returning to the A. 
F. of L. September 30, when long- 
shore working agreements with em- 
ployers must be renewed, is not far 
away. Longshoremen have taken a 
cue on what to expect from the kind 
of working agreement CIO got for 
the sawmill workers, and are look- 
ing to I. L, A. reorganization to save 
them from a similar deal when 
their own agreement expires.” 


MILL STRIKE IS ENDED: 
PAPERMAKERS SCORE 


Arkansas Concern Agrees to Re- 
store 50 Per Cent Cut in Wages 


A strike which tied up the paper 
mill of the Crossett Lumber com- 
pany, Crossett, Ark., which was 
built with RFC funds, was called 
off this week, after the paper mak- 
ers’ union had made a satisfactory 
adjustment of the dispute. 

The men were called out when 
the company announced a 50 per 
cent wage cut. The company has 
agreed to restore rates until they 
are comparable with those paid in 
other southern states. 

The strike and negotiations were 
conducted for the workers by Paul 
L. Phillips, southern representative 
of the paper makers.

“The local unions in this section 
of the great northwest, owing 
their remoteness from headquarters 
in Washington and _ the occasions 
which arise from time to time re- 
quiring prompt action,” Mr. Rose- 
mund said, “decided to form this 
council to expedite the organizing 
activity in this territory and at the 
same time to better look after the 
interests of the existing members. 

“While this means a sustained 
and redoubled organizing effort to

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Federal Labor Boards and the Workers 


The danger to working men and women of federal labor 
boards given statutory authority to determine wages, hours, and 
work standards generally, is plainly and emphatically set forth 
in the analysis issued by the American Federation of Labor of 
the federation’s bill providing a flat minimum for wages at forty 
cents an hour and a maximum work week of forty hours for 
oppressed and sweated industries, with enforcement of the law 
placed in the hands of the United States department of justice, 
instead of in a government board, composed of one or more 
persons, with autocratic and arbitrary powers provided in the 
bill which the house of representatives recommitted to the house 
labor committee last December, following strenuous objections 
to its enactment made by the American Federation of Labor. 

Pointing out that “administrative machinery cannot be en- 
trusted with the power and obligation to make the required 
determinations for the effective enforcement of fair pay legisla- 
tion,” and that the findings and determinations on jurisdiction 
in the limited groups of workers to which the bill recommitted by 
the house was to have application, ‘are in many respects iden- 
tical to, in many respects similar to, and in many respects even 
more involved than those required in the effective enforcement 
of the national labor relations act,” the American Federation of 
Labor’s statement said: 

“With trial and error as teacher, it is now generally agreed. 
as labor has found, that administration of the national relations 
act by the national labor relations board is fatally defective. It 
is now apparent that such administration by the national labor 
relations board has in many instances repudiated generally ac- 
cepted concepts and disrupted tried and tested principles of col- 
lective bargaining between capital and labor. It has impaired and 
destroyed rights of contract and of property upon which labor 
has hitherto predicated its very existence and continued prog- 
ress. Such administration has brought turmoil into industrial 
relations, has usurped the prerogatives of the courts essential to 
the preservation of our democratic form of government and has 
jeopardized industrial freedom and initiative—all contrary to 
the clear intent of the congress to create unrestricted opportuni- 
ties for labor to organize, to strengthen bargaining agencies, to 
promote their practices and to foster the objective of a more har- 
monious and stabilized relationship between labor and capital as 
part of the national policy for the general good. 

“It is therefore generally recognized, and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor insists, that it is no longer safe to permit a gov- 
ernment board of that kind or a similar administrator to make 
the many determinations necessary in the administration of fair 
play legislation: whether, for instance, collective bargaining is 
effective in a particular industry or whether collective bargain- 
ing machinery is adequate in a particular case when predicated 
upon open, voluntary and harmonious cooperation between er 
ployers and independent collective bargaining agencies; to 
determine the proper units for classification of labor generally 
recognized as craft labor for purposes of collective bargaining; 
or to make the other numerous determinations under the fair play 
legislation upon the precedents established by the national labor 
relations board on the basis of interpretations of corresponding 
language in the national labor relations act.” 

The federation cited the “apparent lack of equipment” by the 
national bituminous coal board “to deal with intricate economic 
and social facts” in connection with fixing coal prices, “its un- 
representative character in dealing with considerations requir- 
ing representativeness,” and declared that the determinations 
connected with the economic and social facts used as the basis 
for wage standards are even more involved than those required 
for fixing coal prices. 

These facts, the federation’s statement concluded, coupled 
with “the tendency of administrative agencies to grasp and exer- 
cise an autocratic usurpation of power in matters seriously 
affecting the destiny of the entire population, all warn against 
substituting an administrative board or other independent gov- 
ernmental agency for the parties in determining for them the 
wages of labor’s hire and the terms and conditions under which 
labor and capital shall, side by side, function together. And let 
it never be forgotten that labor as well as capital is ever on the 
alert to detect and guard against a fettering of freedom, even 
when friendly hands offer a kindly bondage.” 

The real remedy for this dangerous situation is found in the 
American Federation of Labor wages and hours bill providing 
simply for a forty hour maximum work week and a wage of not 
less than forty cents an hour, applicable to every section of the 
United States, and without the establishment of any administra- 
tive machinery.

LUMBER AND SAWMILL 
UNION FORGES AHEAD 


Many Locals of A. F. of L. Affiliate 
Established on Pacific Coast 


The loggers’ department of the 
Oregon-Washington council of lum- 
ber and sawmill workers is making 
rapid progress in enrolling new lo- 
cal unions, with indications that all 
eligible locals will eventually be 
chartered. 

Following impressive brotherhood 
rites here recently, the first charter 
was issued to Local No, 2894, of 
Seattle. This was followed by a 
charter to Local No. 2893, of Mar- 
blemount. Then came applications 
from loggers’ locals in Manzanita, 
Oregon, and from Weyerhaueser 
Camp No. 8 at Kelso. 

A new charter for a local of lum- 
ber and sawmill workers was re- 
cently issued to workers at Crescent 
City, California. Strenuous efforts 
by the C. I. O. local there brought 
the lumber industry in the town to 
a standstill, but operations were 
promptly resumed following the 
formation of an A. F. of L. local, 
which started out with 60 members. 

Plans are now under way for hold- 
ing a convention of District No. 1 
of the loggers’ department of the 
council, probably at Everett. The 
district includes the Puget Sound 
and Grays Harbor areas. It is 
planned that different groups will 
hold separate conventions, to con- 
sider problems particularly affect- 
ing them, with all welded into the 
strong council for mutual protec- 
tion and advancement.

A. F. of L. Metal Trades De- 
partment Official Tells Radio 
Audience Differences in the 
Labor Movement 


The differences that disturb the 
organized labor movement can be 
settled by applying the principles 
of democracy, John P. Frey, presi- 
dent of the metal trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, declared in a radio debate 
with Homer Martin, president of 
the united automobile workers, C. 
I. O. affiliate. The debate, featured 
on the “Town Meeting of the Air” 
program, was broadcast over the 
N. B. C. network. 


In his prepared address Mr. Frey 
ascribed the division in labor's 
ranks to the refusal of a minority 
group in the 1935 convention of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
abide by majority rule. After re- 
viewing the steps leading up to the 
recent labor peace conferences, he 
said: 

Lewis Blocked Labor Unity 

“When committees representing 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the committee of industrial or- 
ganization did confer they found it 
possible to harmonize what had 
been the principal points of differ- 
ence between the two organizations. 
They reached a common basis for 
adjustment with which both com- 
mittees were in accord; then, to 
everyone’s astonishment and regret, 
the chairman of the CIO vetoed the 
basis for adjustment which had 
been reached. 


“That action was control by dic- 
tatorship as contrasted with self- 
government by applying the princi- 
ples and the methods of democracy. 

“Again, as in 1935, when the CIO 
was organized, the policy of a mili- 
tant minority, or of dictator con- 
trol, had superseded the democratic 
method. 

C. I. O. Scrapped Majority Rule 

“Our examination of the causes 
for the present division in labor’s 
ranks indicates that the outstand- 
ing reason for the existence of a 
dual, secession trade union move- 
ment, was the determination of a 
small group to scrap the democratic 
principle of determination of policy 
by the vote of the majority; the 
principle upon which the A. F. of 
L. had been organized and which 
had governed its development. 

“The remedy to heal the differ- 
ences which now exist is obvious. It 
is a general return of loyalty to the 
basic principles of self-government. 
Men must learn in a democracy 
that when they meet to consider 
the adoption of policies they must 


meet in good faith. They must 
learn that the way of dual organ- 
ization and secession is destructive 
instead of constructive; that it is 
fatal to the existence of good faith. 
Minority Control Condemned 

“There can be no adjustment of 
differences which develop within 
the trade union movement so long 
as one group insists upon applying 
minority rule, and what this im- 
plies, the policy of dualism, seces- 
sion and control by force instead of 
by the democratic method. 

“That present differences can be 
adjusted is evidenced by the fact 
that the committees of both groups 
in joint sessions did reach a basis 
for mutual accord. That agreement 
would be functioning today had it 
not been vetoed by the chairman of 
the CIO.” 


Ladies, When You 
Wed, Notify Board 


Women workers should notify the 
social security board when they get 
married, the board pointed out this 
week, because Uncle Sam cannot 
keep track of their old-age pension 
accounts if they change their names 
and do not let him know about it. 

The board announced that a new 
card form—‘Employe’s Request for 
Change in Records’ —can be ob- 
tained at any one of its 323 field 
offices, for use in reporting such 
name changes.

“1. For years the federation has 
been advocating the state-use sys- 


tem as the best solution of the 
prison labor problem. The system is 
in effect in the federal prisons. Un- 
der it, all goods made in such pris- 
ons are sold only to other depart- 
ments or agencies of the federal 
government. The very heart of the 
system is the section this bill seeks 
to repeal, which requires other fed- 
eral departments and agencies to 
purchase prison-made_ goods, if 
available and suitable. 

“2. Should the mandatory provi- 
sion as to purchase of prison-made 
goods by other government agen- 
cies be repealed, the industries in 
the federal institutions will either 
have to close down or will be forced 
to compete with private industry 
for government requirements, Othe 
inevitable result of this competi- 
tion with goods produced by prison 
labor would be to depress prices 
and in reducing prices to meet pris- 
on labor costs outside industry 
would be compelled to reduce the 
wages of free labor. 

Controlled by Federal Prisons 

Industries 

“3. Federal Prison Industries, Inc., 
|}a@ government-owned corporation, 
| has charge of the manufacture and 


sale to other government depart- 
ments and agencies of all goods 
made in the federal prisons. Its 


board of directors is composed of 
five persons appointed by the pres- 
ident. One director represents the 
government, one represents agricul- 
| ture, one represents labor, one rep- 
resents consumers and retailers and 
one represents industry. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor believes 
that this board of directors offers 
an impartial forum to which any 
complaints as to undue competition 
or burden upon outside industry 
may be presented. A member of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor is a member of 
this board. 

“Before presenting legislation of 
this kind, the proponents should 
have submitted their grievances to 
the Federal Prison Industries, Inc., 
which provides: 

“ ‘Tt shall be the duty of the board 
of directors to diversify so far as 
practicable prison industrial opera- 
tions. and so. operate the prison 
shops that no single private indus- 
try shall be forced to bear an undue 
burden of competition from the 
products of the prison workshops.’ 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor therefore believes that a terri- 
ble injury will be done free labor if 
Section 7 is repealed. While the ob- 
ject of the bill is in the interest of 
one industry it would affect all in- 
dustries in the federal prisons. 

“For these reasons the executive 
council directed the American Fed- 
eration of Labor legislative commit- 
tee to oppose the bill.” 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
judiciary committee members indi- 
cated that the bill would not be 
pressed for consideration by the 
house of representatives—in other 
words, it was shelved.

Those in the 
army of occupation and others who 
held good official positions were 
the only ones who went there and 
the Japanese government had re- 
sorted to subsidizing to encourage 
colonization on the mainland. 

“With these facts before us it is 
very evident that the claim of 
Japan is pure propaganda,”

LABOR NOTES 


H. L. Woxberg, business represen- 
tative of Sales Drivers’ Union 572, 
and delegate to the Long Beach 
Central Labor Council, was elected 
president of the San Pedro Central 
Labor Council. 


News from Washington, D. C, 
says that the national labor rela- 
tions board announces that it avert- 
ed 505 threatened strikes involving 
127,286 workers during the 28 
months it has been operating. The 
board has conducted exactly 1000 
elections, in which 360,228 votes 
were cast. 


According to Nat Lavenstadt, 
business agent for the Hollywood 
Shoe Salesmen’s Union, No. 406, re- 
ports that the local has taken in 100 
new members. Salesmen in the Hol- 
lywood area are getting a weekly 
wage of $30 minimum, 48-hour 
week, one week vacation with pay 
and runs for a three-year term. 


In a circular letter from Local 
342, bakery and confectionery 
workers of Bloomington, Tll., sent 
to all central labor bodies of the 
United States, it is announced that 
the trouble with the Paul F. Beich 
Candy company has been settled 
and that the company is again em- 
ploying members of the union, who 
are affiliated with the A. F. of L. 


Two locals of Galveston, Texas, 
of A. F. of L. unions of cereal 
processors, putting up a brilliant 
fight in a five-months’ strike, have 
won a smashing victory, gaining 
practically all demands in a union 
contract recently secured with the 
management of the big Galveston 
flour mill that employed the union. 


DEMOCRACY BASIS 
OF LABOR UNIONS: 
WHARTON INSISTS 


Rank and File of Machinists in 
Complete Control; Over 3000 
Pacts Now in Effect 


Charges of benighted employers 
and other foes of organized labor 
that unions are autocratic were 
given smashing refutation this 
week by President Arthur O. Whar- 
ton of the international association 
of machinists. 


Speaking before officials of the 


department of labor, at a_ staff 
luncheon, the machinists’ leader 
emphasized that, so far as his or- 


ganization is concerned, 
the 


it is one of 
most democratic institutions in 
this country. 


“The local unions of the machin- 
ists,” Wharton said, “are training 
schools in democracy. Every demo- 
cratic device has been given a trial 
at one time or another, and all 
which have made the association 
more useful and its officers more 
responsible to the membership have 
remained as fixtures.” 


Membership Rules 

Wharton pointed out that all 
grand lodge officers are elected by 
referendum vote, and that all laws 
are enacted in the same manner 
and cannot be altered without con- 
sent of a majority of members. 

“Our democratically -made con- 
stitution,” Wharton added, “so 
closely guards the use of funds that 
no officer could contribute a half 
million dollars of members’ money 
to a political party.” 


In addition to a thorough ground- 
ing in democratic processes, Whar- 
ton emphasized, union members 
derive materia] benefits of tremen- 
dous value. He illustrated the point 
by showing that during the past 
five years the machinists have in- 
creased the wages and improved 
the working conditions of more 
than 400,000 men and women. 

Blessings Not Appreciated 

He regretted that many workers 
fail to appreciate their advantages 
and do not remain as dues-paying 
members. In addition to all other 
gains, he said, members of the ma- 
chinists’ are entitled to death bene- 
fits that equal all the per capita tax 
they pay into the grand lodge over 
a a period of 25 years.
